Equipped 
with fresh horses, they started again 
on what proved to be a long, tedious, 
and futile Journey, for once more they 
were forced to turn back—this time 
for want of water. The third attempt

Almost as sensational as Coolgardie 
w'ere the Londonderry and Wealth of 
Nations "finds.” The Londonderry was 
discovered by a party of unsuccessful 
prospectors on their way back to Cool- 
gntdie. Two of them picked up some 


One of the most brilliant pieces of 
detective work heard of outside fic¬

On Wednesday, April S, ’portIdris of 
a dismembered human body were found 
In a sack in the Berlin Geological 
Gardens.

This th e y did s o a uc - 
cesafully that It could be recognised as 
that of a boy about fifteen years of age. 

Then Inspector Wannowski carefully 
examined some rags of clothing found 
with the mutilated remains. In a piece 
of lining was a torn pawnticket. This 
was pieced together and then the trail 
w*« fo l lo w ed up w i t h the result that 
It was found that the ticket related to i 
a small article pawned by a boy named 
Herman Blecher. 

The latter Wannowski next discover¬ 
ed bad been apprenticed to a tailor, 
but had run away from hie master, 
and had b ee n se e n otv thc night of the- 
murder with two men in a low tavern 
In the East end of Berlin. Keen on his 
clue, the detective searched all the 
| slums of the city, and was at ]§st re- 
* warded by the discovery that one o( 
the men with whom the boy had been 
seen had later been arrested for theft, 
and was In the Moablt Goal. 

Three Hours’ Cab Chase. 
Interviewed, the prisoner declared 
that the boy went off with the other 
man. whose name he did not know, 
but whom he had occasionally seen In 
the company of a girl named "Bertha.” 
The latter had told him that she was 
afraid of the man in question, because 
he had once attempted to strangle her. 

‘‘Bertha’’ had. therefore to be found, 
and after exhaustive Inquiries by quite 
an army of detectives was discovered 
In a workhouse Infirmary and Identified 
as a girl named Eckardt. She declared, 
that she did not know the stranger’s 
name, but said she believed she could 
find his lodging where he had tried to 
choke her If she started out from the 
“thieves’ kitchen" where she had met 
him. 

Accordingly, accompanied by Wan¬ 
nowski, she drove for hours about the 
"Scheunenvlertel" In a cab till finally 
she hit on the stranger's apartment In 
the Lietzmann 8trauss. The police 
forced the door, an u found everything 
In perfect order, but search In a cup¬

On this account Archbishop 
Orth had naked leave of His Holiness 
the Pope to resign nnd his resignation 
had been accepted. Notice to this'ef¬ 
fect ha* been received at the Bishop’s 
Palace In the form of a decree from 
His Holiness the Pope. 

The announcement was also mAde 
that Rev. Father Brabant, a pioneer 
priest of British Columbia, had been 
named to succeed Archbishop Orth as 
apostolic administrator subject to the 
Holy See until such time as the ap¬ 
pointment. of an archbishop to succeed 
Archbishop Orth permanently Is made. 

T«v> years ago the archbishop's 
health began to fall and at the begin¬ 
ning of -the present year he decided to 
Journey to the south of Europe on A 
vacation Jp search of rest and restored 
health. From the Riviera short bulle- 
lins were received from him from time 
to time lelllng of his continually fall¬ 
ing health. Am time advanced the re¬ 
ports were not reassuring and It be- 
r.an to be feared here that the arch¬ 
bishop's return was not likely to be 
possible. At last the news came that 
his full recovery was regarded as Im¬ 
possible and following on thl* has come 
the announcement or hi* resignation. 

T*he retiring archbishop was very 
popular In Victoria and there will he 
general regret that he has been forced 
to leave the city. 

Bertrand Orth Is 59 years 
of «ge, having been bom on December 
G. 1848, at Cologne, Germany. He was 
ordained at Brussels In 1872.

Chlpps, an Indian of the Nltanat 
tribe of West Coast Indians, of the 1 
Royal Humane Society's medal for I 
bravery.

At the close of the presentation the 
audience heard a solo from Miss Sher- I 
rltt, and the chairman then IntVoduced i 
to the large audience present, which 
almost filled the A. O. U. W. hall. Rev. 
Charles A. Eaton, D. D., of Cleveland, 
Ohio. 

Rev. Mr. Eaton In a short address 
chose for his subject "The place of the ! 
church In modem life.” He said re¬ 
ligion was the determining factor In 
human life. The beat religion was the 
Chrlsltan religion. The normal expres¬ 
sion of the incarnation of the Chris¬ 
tian religion was the Christian church. 
These were the facts that were back 
of the church. The question for con¬ 
sideration was how can the church be¬ 
come efficient as an uplifting Influence 
in modem life. There was no doubt the 
church had entered Into a period, 
temporary he trusted, of comparative 
failure. The reasops for this were both 
Inside and outside the church itself. 
but to sum It all up, modern life had 
changed with Incredible rapidity, while 
the church had remained Invincibly 
conservative. There was. however, an 
awakening knowledge evident through¬ 
out the church world, and an attempt 
to readjust the life of the church to ( 
the life and the conditions with which 
it was surrounded. "I see no reason 
why In this century the church should 
not regain her lost prestige and achieve 
a place of more real leadership than 
ever before,” he said.

Tne second umpire on the other hand 
devotes all his attention to deciding on 
balls and strikes, standing directly be¬ 
hind the catcher at all times through¬ 
out the game. Not being called upon 
to watch the bases at any time Ms at¬ 
tention will not be distracted from his 
part of the work, enabling him to do 
far more satisfactory wolk. It has 
beerr found that in gamps In which this 
system Is used there Is far less wrang¬ 
ling with the umpire than under the 
single umpire system, the games being 
also played In better time. 

Flayers as a rule do more or less 
kicking against decisions given by an 
umpire, hut under the new system 
there Is little chance for anything of 
this sort as the umpire being right over 
his work can be more accurate and 
consequently has his decisions ques- 
ttmrefl far less than under the nld sys¬ 
tem.

For the present we would sug¬ 
gest securing the services of a tug of 
sufficient weight and horse-power to 
handle the larger scow by contract as 
preferable to the city building and op¬ 
erating a steamer. 

“Plans and specifications of suggest¬ 
ed extensions to present wharf, if ap¬ 
proved by your board, should be at 
once sent on to Ottawa for considera¬ 
tion of the departments of public 
works. 

"The tender for a new scow should 
be called for at once as the scow now 
In use is Inadequate and requires over¬ 
hauling, and could then be used as a 
reserve scow. To facilitate hauling it 
Is very possible that the city may find 
It necessary to construct a dock on 
James Bay end and one at Victoria 
West, near Lime bay. More stringent 
measures may become necessary to In¬ 
sure regularity In the cleaning of back 
yards of refuse and garbage for sani¬ 
tary reasons. 

“We would suggest the diverting of 
tho money voted under the Incinerator 
by-law to the scavenging of the city 
by the method recommended In this 
report. The water facilities for dis¬ 
posal of our garbage Is, in our opinion, 
at least for a long time to come, the 
most economical, and calls for small 
capital expenditure and a consequent 
minimum charge for maintenance. A

place. Is now 95 dnyj out from the for¬ 
mer port and some little anxiety is felt 
lor her. 

While shipping men do not think that 
the finding of wreckage on the west 
coast last month was connected with 
the Babcock in any way. they admit 
that she Is making a very slow passage 
and that she. may -have been over¬ 
whelmed In some big storm at sea. The 
Babcock is an old Vessel built of wood 
and there is always a possibility that, 
in the straining of her Timbers In 
storm, the seams would open and cause 
her to founder. 

The rate for re-lnsurance on the Bab¬ 
cock has not yet been advanced beyond 
1C per cent, and it cunnot be said that 
there Is a great deal of anxiety (SR r• »r 
her at present.
